Siem by dtgre^ over very fruitful 
hiHs direaiy North of the t6\*n; after 
tiav^ng abbut an lilDm', we arrived 
at the fleep part of fhe hiobntalns,' 
and in f*o more reached Hqjen placeif 
on' the fide of the Sierra in a moft 
lioitaantic and ddi^tfiil fituatioti. 

This hill is fo full of verdure, that*'"H''' J"

the village as wdl as' the roads about ""'" 
it ate, in a literal fenfe, covered, 
fhaded, and crowned with all mafiiier 
of fruif-trees of a prodigious fize ; to 
wbofe topmoft branches the luxu-. 
B 4 tmx 
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Hoi;». riant vine mounts vigoroufly and 
hangs in over-grown dufters, nuin* 
berlefs bunches of red, black, and 
. green grapes, which, frequently in- 
termixed -with the ' golden apple, the 
pomgranate, and the orange, expofe 
a moft enchanting pit^ure to the 
tharmed- eye, while the ear Is 
deafened by the fall of waters, tum- 
bling in noify iheams from various 
parts of the hill; to compleat the 
landfcape,' above the town lifes per- 
pendicular a rock, inaccellible on the 
front and fides, whereon appear the 
ruins of a Mooriih caftle. 

At Hojen we flopped to breakfaft, 
and, entering into the firft houfe of 
the village, were entertained, by its 
fipurteous owners, in a plain though

noble ftyle; to them the fer-fetched °°"'°- 
tea, the painted china, and the fiimes 
of coffee, aie uonknown; clean eaitheq 
bowls of milk, warm iixim the goat, 
a bafket of grapes, with their rich 
bloom courting the touch, and a 
pyramid of figs, ftill gUftening with 
the morning' dew, crowned the ruftic 
board. 

Our hoft was jileafed at the pre- 
ference we had given his cottage, and 
we had much teafon to praife his 
bofpitality ; for which he conftantly 
lefufed the leaft gratuity. 

The habitation of thefe happy vil- 
lagers convinced me how few are the 
articles fuffident to render our ex- 
igence not only eafy but comfortable:

AmbK^ Merries-, Filhw Flores, 
and- every- aBtiquary; both- native and' 
a- foreign. 
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''°''°*- foreign, have conftandy mariced the 
prefent Munda for the celebrated fpot 
where Caefar defeated the youngec 
Pompeys, deceived by the ancient 
name. it has retained entire, contenting 
therafelves with the report of others, 
and avoiding the toil and expence of 
a perfbnal examination ; a negligence 
unpardonable, efpecially in fo eminent 
a writer as Morales, who was bom in 
this province,, and palled part of his 
life in his native dty of Cordova. 

The fituation of Munda and its 
plain is fo particularly defcribed by 
Aulus Hiitius Panla, in his commen- 
taries of the Spanilh war, and the ab- 
folute neceffity of room.fufficjent for 
the drawing up of two fuch armies as 
there fought for the dominion of the 
world, are circumfiances which are in- 
difputable, 
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difputable, and can never be reconciled °*°'g£ 
to the environs of modem Mondai 
Hirtius tells us expreffly, " Munda was 
" btiilt on the top of a hill, at the 
" foot of which was a plain five mil^s 
" over, along which runs a rivulet 
" terminating in a morafs towardi 
" the right." Heit, indeed, Munda 
is placed on a hill, with a Moorifh 
caiileon its fummit; behind, and on 
each fide of this moimtain, are con'- 
tinued hills of the Sierra de Tolox ; 
before it, and at its very foot, rifes 
another low hill, whofe flat furface ii 
not half a mile broad ; between it and 
the hill of Monda, the rains have 
fonned a'gullet, or deep chafin, that 
is only current during the wet 
weather; the defcents to it are,- as 
may be imagined, fhort and iteepi a

of uciciii The elegant and learned writer 
Don iego de Mcndofa (brother td 
the Marquis de Mondejar), who ilou- 
riflied in the time of Philip 11, was 
the firft who afcertained the true 
fituation of ancient Munda, three 
leagues to the Weftward of Munda, 
which place he vifited and examined : 
he fays, what I verily believe, that 
hardly any ruins were then to be 
traced, the whole having been by 
degrees tranfplanted to modern Munda 
•and other parts: the tradition of 
the countrymen, who called it Mnndb 
la Vieja; the plain extending under it, 
the rivulet. in the middle, ftill exift- 
ing, and the fwamps he reraarited, 
left no doubt with him of the identity 
of 
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,of the fpot. In hjs dayjS had been '°°'' •"• 
dug up broken .;[»eces of arms, at^d 
boaes of men and hoifes; add, the . 
peafants affirmcfl they frequently faw 
apparitions in the air of fighting 
iquadrons with ones and fliouts; fut^ 
ace the efie^s of .pr^iollefilion, and an 
imagiiiatiDn heated by tales and 4iini^ 
ilories, handed down from generation 
to jgeneratioDj fucked in by thefe 
rqfticks with their milk, difficult to 
orerooD^ by a cultivated education, 
never in thofe who have none.

" pillar, ereiled in honour of the

" confuKhip, and to commemorate his 
** generoiity in remitting to thefe pro- 
" vinces the fum of ninety hundred

" debted to him, and men<Bng, at 
** his own expence, the road from 
" Munda to the river Sigila, and even 
" to Cartima, being the fpace of 20 
" miles." 

The N. at the end of the 9* line, 
ftands for nufnmum, and ninety hun- 
dred thoufand fefterces amounted to 
the great fum of ^.72,648 fter.

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- »<»""■ fea by Chmiana, a league to the Weft 
of Malaga; it is vulgarly called El 

'fiSn^-Rio de Malaga, as it was anciently by 
Pliny Malacae fluvius; under which 
denomination you will find it in the 
chart. 

The infcription feems to place 
Munda on the Weft of the river which 
ran between that town and Cartama; 
this holds good with the opinion of 
Mendofa, but cannot agree with the 
fituation of modern Munda, which 
is of the fame fide of it as Cartama. 

The great fturabling-block of Mo- 
rales is a ftone he reports to haye 
been feen in the portal of the church 
of Munda, which I in,vain looked for, 
and if it ever exifted there, it has been 
fince plaftered over, or removed on 
fome 
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feme modern repairs to the edifice ; if """ "'■■ 
we admit his veracity, the fame will 
only prove what we have already 
fuppofed ; and Mendofa hints, that it 

■ was brought here from the primitive 
city by the Moors, who, as the fame 
author obferves, in the 4''' book of 

■ his Guerra de Granada, have, in num- 
berlefs places, Ihewn their frequtnt 
cultom of changing the iituation of 
towns to others more fruitful and con- 
▼enient, tranfplanting the materials, 
and perpetuating the andent name. ' 

Strabo has declared Munda to have 
been the metropolis of all the citcuo^t 
jacent cities: 

" The chief city and metropoljt 
•' of this region is Miinda [/].'

Munda, as Pliny gives room to un- 
derftand, was honoured by the Ro- 
mans with the title of a colony, 
fubjeiS to the chancery of Ecija: it 
enjoyed a mint, as we have juft now 
feen ; and from another ftone, whidi 
was never yet publiflied, copied by 
Father Milla in his manulctipt hillory 
of the bilhoprick. of Malaga, it had a 
fplendid temple dediqited to the god- 
defs Ceres, wherein, after the cuftom 
of Rome, followed by all the colonies, 
were celebrated anniverfvy gaiqes tq

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that goddefs; this infcription feetns to '"'' '"• 

have been placed as a memorial within 

the temple, and imports, « That Titus 

" Batillus, an hulbandman of many

" obferved, decises a fow to be ol&red 

" to Ceres, on her anniverfary feaft, 

" the ides of the month Quintilis or

mentanus, governor of the province 
under Marcus Aurelius, who ordered 
the town-houfe to be rebuilt, in order 
that the fathers and people might 
therein aflemble for the r^t-govern- 
ing the commonwealth; over the door 
of which fenate-houfe was the follow- 
ing infcription, being the fame quoted 
"by Morales, and it may be found

BATHS OF HARDALES. 

Four leagues to the North of 
Munda, in the fame mountains, and 
half a league from the town of Har- 
dales, lies the village of Caratraca^ 
which poiiefles the famous baths of 
Hardales: they confift of two fprings, 
that rife out of a barren hill, and 
form a bafon of water, capable of 
bathing forty perfons; a low mud 
wall forrounds it, and another fe- 
parates that part deftined for the 
women.

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The virtue and efficacy of theft °°°'- "'■ 
■waters is ibvearwgn in all cafes 9f aW'^wi*.''' 
wounds, hurts, fweliings, tumours, 
rheuiuatilhi, aadparalytick diforders; 
their quality is lulphurous and full of 
nitre; their fmell ungrateful and 
{linking ; their nature odd in ex- 
tr«ne, and their tafte fweet and llimy. 

1 vifited thefe baths in the year 
1756, and drew a perfpeftive view 
of them;, they are much injured by 
the rains in winter, as well as rendered 
ufelefs to the public dating that 
ieafbn, for want of a roofed indofure. 
People from all parts of Spain, and the 
coafts of France, ieek here a certain 
lelief in their diforders, if they are- 
ufed with proper precaution; elfe they 
often prove fatal, for which putpoie a

From Monda you direft your courfe 
over very fine hills, covered with vine- 
yards, about two hours ride Eaft and 
by South to Coyn, where the Sierra 
bounds the Hoya of Malaga; on the 
Weft it runs South and by Eaft tij 
the fea at Cape Molinos. 

The village of Coyn, founded by the 
Moors, was to them as. it now is tp 
the prefent inhabitants of Malaga, a 
delidous retreat for paffirig the ipring 
njonths ; the great abundance and ex- 
cellenqr of its water, healthinefs ojT 
the air, luxuriance of the foil and 
verdure. 
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Verdure, invite the wealthy merchants Po"" n. 
to l^end in it the fummer feafon, and 
the bilhop has here a palace> 

The quantity of Water which runs 
trough the town, tumbles down from 
the hills behind it in beautiful and 
natural falls, and turns a number of 
mills that enable the inhabitants to 
fupply Malaga with great part of its 
bread, as they do dally in the feafon 
with loads of figs, apples, grapes, ' 
apricots,, peaches, cherries, pomgra^ 
nates, and other fniitsi 

Coyn miy at prefent contain from 
lix to fevenhundred families, and is go- 
verned by a Corrigidor, called El Cor- 
rigidor de las quatro Villas ; his ju-» 
tifdiiSUon extending ovqr Alora, Al- 
hauin el grande, and Cartama.

Weft of Coyn, on the fuminit of the 
5ierra of its name, is feated Tolo3{, 
wherein was difcovered this very year 
1773 the following large Roman 
tomb-ftone; the fprervmn^r perhapf 
of others that may rank this plac^ 
among the municipal Ronjaa toyras 
of the province, many of which ftill 
remain buried in oblivion. This 
infcription was given me in manu- 
fcript by the Canon Conde of Malaga, 
and is now publi/lied for the fixQ 
time. 
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" The purport of this ftone feems "q" '"■ 
" to be, that under it was buried a S^J^"* 
" well-difpofed youth called IJermo- 
" genes, who died at the age of eight 
" years, feven months, and fourteen 
" days; it regrets the untimely lofs of 
" his exiftence ; and offers it as a 
" memento to thofe children who 
" may play over his tomb."

What we faid in praife of Coyh 
may, with great propriety, be ex- 
tended to the two pleafant villages of 
Alhovrin el grande, and Alhovrinejo, 
both being fituated under the fame 
Sierra, both exceedingly fruitful, and 
both fumilhing Malaga with the bed 
bread they eat, efpecially the former, .

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'^'"■"- which is half as big as Coyo, and 
diftant from it about a leagufe: the 
other is two miles nearer the fea. 



C H U R I A N A. 

Thefe towns finely line the Hoya 
of Malaga; lower down the river, and 
not far from the fea, is another vil- 
lage called Churiana, full of the 
country feats qf the merchants and 
Malaga gentry. This village was fa- 
mous in the time of the Moors; 
Abenhabuz, firft king of Gramda, 
R^ro dE built a palace near it, with a tower,

This palace was always kept up by 
the Arrahez, or governor of Malaga; 
and on the country devolving to the 
Chiiftians, a royal feat was built on 
its ruins, which Philip V, beftovred 
on his natural <bn Don Alonzo, bifliop 
of Malaga: this prelate being of the 
order of San Domingo, named it El 
Retiro de Santo Thomas, and at his 
death it fell of courfe to the Domi- 
nican Convent; thefe fathers iince 
exchanged it for another eftate of 
lefs expence with the Count of Vil- 
bi<^z^j in whofe polleffion it re- 
mains.

its primitive fiee (confirmed by tht

the puMic porticos here men- ^^^ 
tioned Were a fort of galleries foraied 
of arches and colonades; the ufe of" 
which the Romans learnt from the 
Greeks; they'ferved for Ihelter and 
ornament before the principal doors 
of the theatres, temples, and public 
buildings; they were either covered, 
oropen; thS foHner confifted of long 
galleries, fupported by marble pillars, 
enrichfed and ortiamented within with 
ftatues and paintings, the fides were 
lipen or dofed with windows, made 
of the tranfparent lapis fpecularis that 
the Romans extra^ed from Spun, 
and which Pliny tells us was as clear 
as glafs: " Lapis vitri modo tranf- "^/.S"" 
6 " lucidus, 
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c«»TA»A. u lucidus, quo utuntur pro fpecu- 
" laribus[r]." 

I remember, the windows of the 
cathedral chwch of Valentia are made 
of this itone, .which is dug out of 
qiianies in that neighbourhood; the 
Komans ufed to receive it from Sego- 
briga in Celtiberia.

In the winter thefe porticos were 
open to the South, for the admiflipn 
of the mid-day fun ; in fummer the 
North avenues were expanded ; here 
the aldermen and chief men of the 
city affembled, and converfed together, 
and herein their f^ate or court was 
frequently held.

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The open public porticos went ge- °°°' "'^ 
nwally round their fquares ; under 
their ihelter the athletes or wreftlers 
exeidf^ themfelves ; and the people 
held their markets, acuftom ftill fdl- 
lowed all over Spain, where the fquare 
and the maiicet [r] are fynonymoiis 
terms. 

The public baths formed the chief itOit "^ 
luxury of the Romans: they intro- 
duced them wherever they went; and 
that Gartamaj had one, is an incon- 
teftable proof of the habitation of 
Romans in it. 

In Rome their number amounted 
to 800 ; Agrippa alone built 170 at 
his own expence ; the coniiru(5lion of 
Aem was magnificent, with fepara- 
tions for the men and women ; for

The pifcina, or pablic canalj with 
which the forum of Cartama was 
adorned, was not only, as Morales con- 
je£tured, and its name imports, a pond 
of iiihes, but a natural bath, wherein 
the public had liberty of fwimming ; 
and thefe, being open to the rays of 
the fun, are to this day in Spain 
reckoned the moft wholefome waters.

<be fimilitude in character, bylk, and 
even quality of theie two iiones^ which 
are both of a brown, coarfe texture; 
and this being raifed by the family of 
Rufiica, probably at the time when 
F 3 Junia 
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c'»»TAin. junia Rultica repaired and ornamented 
the forum. 

The prolongation of the I in Csefari, 
may be feen in ftill more early mo- 
numents; Father Flores quotes one 
in the 1 2* vol. of La Efpa'na Sa- 
grada, of the emperor Tiberius, whofe 
age is generally blended with the 
Auguftan. 

The accurate and learned Don 
Chriftoval Medina Conde has very 
. plainly and clearly overthrown the 
opinion of Ambrofio Morales, in 
proving that the goodnefs or vidoufr 
nefs of the charafter of an infcrip- 
tion does not determine the date of its 
ere(5iion: of this theftone of Claudius 
before us is an indifputable in- 
ftance : 
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Aance [a]. In Rome perhaps, where """^ "'■ 
good axtlits coiild never be wanting, 
it may be fupported, and their mo- 
numents {peak the true ftate of the 
pQlite arts in their time; not fo in the 
provinces, where the form of the 
letter may be baftardized by an ig- 
norant or bad lapidary : here we fee 
the dedication of a jitatue tx> an em-- 
peror, in the moft flourifhing aera of 
Cartama, miferably executed; and, 
were it not furrounded . by others of 
the imeit mould, and ftatues of the 
moft delicate beauty, that proclaim 
aloud its taAe and genius, what a 
poor and unmerited idea fhould we 
have formed of the rank, it held ' in 
andent B«etica!

At thjB Wefl: end of the town is a »»« "i- 
very beautiful bafe of a ftatue ofjgj;^' 
one entire block of white marble, 
about four £eet high, erefled to Be- 
dmia Piocula, daughter, of Decimus, 
and mother to Euticus ; it now ferves 
as the pedelial to a cro&. 

Cartama feems, from its name, to^'S""''^ "' 
have beeiiof punic origin, tlie word 
Cartha, in the Hebrew, fignifying 
new city; it was fubjeift to the cUan- 
ceiy of Ecija. The flouriilung Hate of 
this ancient town is abundantly fhewn 
in the fuperb monuments, that all- 
ooliiniiiig time and barbarous fuc- 
ceeding ages have permitted to. reach 
us : they proclaim it a Roman muni- 
cipium, with temples, porticos, baths, 
pifdnx, forum, and all the appen- 
idances of a capital city. The Itones of

The family of the RuTici and 
RusTicANi are thrice mentioned; the 
ms^ficent works and donations of 
Junia Rutica, and her being high 
prieftefs, muft have made her me- 
mory refpedtable at Cartama; at Sin- 
gilis this family was liltewife ef- 
tablilhed. 

ViBiA TuRRiNA alfo exerdfed the

all the emperors from Julius Csefar 
to Vefpafian and lower down, and a 
Gothic gold medal of SifenSndo, who 
lived in the year 636: at the irruption 
of the Mahometans into Spain, during 
the fucceeding century, Cartaitia was 
probably deftroyedj as they ferved 
many other towns for want of men 
to people them; they afterwards re,- 
built it on the fame fpot, as well as 
the caftle on the fumnut of Sie hill'; 
■with the ftones of which the Spa.- 
niards have ere(Sted, juft under its walls, 
fmall but rich fandluary of the Blefled a 
"SJ;^"' Virgin ; the afcentto it is very fteep.and 
tirefome, but well reoompenfed by a 
•noble profpeft of the Hoya de Mahga.

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When one refle(fts on the ancient '°°'- "'■ 
Tplendour of Caitama, and of num-^""ici," 
berlefs other towns in Andaluda, dur- of the ro. 

mut. 

ing the exiftence of the R^man em- 
pire, and behoWs them now poor in- 
iigaificant villages, full of poverty and 
the bafeft ignorance, it leads u^ natu- 
rally into an enquiry after the caufes 
of fo univerial a decay in the fame 
towns and territories; this again opens 
to us a icene worthy the admiration 
and praiie of ^1 fucceeding ages, and 
proves the wifdom and found policy 
of the Roman government, who, con- 
tenting themfelves with a moderate 
ufe of their power, inftead of op- 
preffing, raifed the cities they con* 
quered to a ftate of greater Uberty and 
fecurity than they ever enjoyed before, vitwrfii. 
Each city was ereifted into a common- 
wealth, indepehdant in a wanner of 
e 3 the 
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^*"*'**: the reft of the province, fubjedl to its 
own laws, and governed by a fort of 
Senate, compofed of certain of tbe 
principal inhabitants called Decuriales 
or Decuriones, headed by two itiled 
Dunmviri, refembling the confuls of 
Rome. 

The whole body of magiftrates and 
people, as we have repeatedly in- 
ftanced,were ftylcd ordo-popvlvsove* 
and BPLENDiDiss-oRDO. not only each 
province, but numerous towns had 
the privilege of a mint, the higheft 
a(5t of fovereignty, and in imitation of 
the s. €• of Rome ftampt on their 
money d- d- Decreto Decurionum. 

This fenate, or court of aldermen, 
was held in fuch veneration, and fo 
much refpe£t was paid to it, that they 

prelidetj 
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prefided on a bench apart in all pub- '°°' '"• 
lie adts of religion; and, at tbe games 
of the Circus, to be permitted to fit 
among them was an honour thought 
worthy to be recorded on marble to 
pofterity, in an infcription dug up at 
Montoro, and publiflied by Morales 
in his Antiquities. 

Each city had a judge chofen out of 
the aldermen called Praefedlus Juri- 
dicus, as we learn from a ftone of 
Cadix, publiihed Ukewife by Morales; 
beiides which court of juftice, there 
were four feveral chanceries {tiled 
Conventus Juridid, eltabliihed in the 
province of Andalucia, at Cadix, Ecija, 
XJordova, and Seville ; over the whole 
prefided a Roman proconful, of w^ich 
there were three in Spain, for the 
provinces of Baetica, Tarragona, and 
C 4 Lufitania; 
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°"""'* Liifitania; if thefe governors com* 
snttted any afl:s of oppreffion, each 
town had a free appeal to Rome, and 
a liberty to accufe and arraign them 
before the people; many inftances of 
which we meet with in the Roman 
hiftory. 

All thefe privileges were enjoyed 
by the towns, in a full fecnrity of 
being defended and protected in them 
from the infults and encroachmentt 
of their neighbours by the whole 
power of Rome; to whom they were 
in a particular manner allied, and in-» 
corporated by the honour of being 
either a Municipium, Fcederati, or 
* Colonia Populi Romani ; each par- 
ticular city was a Rome in miniature, 
fo many natural ot adopted daughters 
cherifli^, Bnd taken care of by their 
• - mother! 
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modKr: the utter deftruftion rf the "»" "'■ 
Canhaginian etn^re was broaght 
npoB diat pec^le for having attacked 
>nd mined tiie dty of S^untum ia 
alliance "with the Romans. 

By this wife ccaidniSl, from which 
they never varied, the Romans fecored 
their conqueAs; and the Spaniards, by 
m happFy experience of the raildndls 
of their government, had never a wifll 
to ihake it off, but preferved their 
alliance without garrifons and troops, 
a bucdien bodi to themfelves and their 
mafters ; on the contrary, they often 
fent bodies of men to reinforce the 
amies of Rome, whom they looked 
upon as their common parent. 

Another privilege of thefe towns "jgJSfSia. 
Was that of patting up ftatues, not "»*™"- 
3 only 
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c» «T»»A. ojjjy to the emperors and their wives, 
but to the proconfuls of the province, 
their Duumviri and chief priefls, or 
any benefadlors to their town, nay 
private citizens could eredt them to 
their fathers, wives, .and children, or 
order them by their wills, though the 
leave of the court, of aldermen was 
always abfolutely neceflary, and they 
alone . could afiign the Ipot in the 
forum where they were to be put ; 
generally Sot the greater honour the 
government paffed a decree for their 
erection, and the peribns bore the 
expence. 

This cuftom, in aftertimes (b pr6- 
ftituted, was originally inftituted by 
the Romans as a laudable honour due 
to the memory of great men, who 
had deferved well of their citizens. 
Pliny the yotinger has very beautifully 
explained

explained the high fenfe that nation '°°'™- 
had of it, fpeaking of a flatue Trajan 
ordered to be ereifted to the memory 
of young Cottius, which he. calls pro- 
longiBg his (hort and narrow fpan of 
life to immortality : " for thefe re- 
* wards, fays he, afligned to the 
" young, will incite our youth to 
" good purfuits, when they bear in 
" view the joys they will reap by 
" their living, and the glorious re- 
" compence that awaits them dead; 
" it will be an endlefs fatisfadtion tb 
" me, often to gaze on his image, to 
" make a fland under it, and to walk 
" befide it; for if the figures of th« 
" dead at home mitigate our forrow, 
" how much more thofe that do not 
" only reprefent to us in the rooft 
" confpicuous place their form and 
" vifage, but their honour and glory!"

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The moll glorious trophies, ever °°°'= "'^ 
erefted to the memory of ftiperlative 
merit, were the temples which the 
inhabitants of Caftulo (now Cazlona 
above Cordova) built in honour of 
the two Sdpios Gneius and Publius, 
who, after having endeared them- 
felves to the Spaniards by the mild- 
nefs and' equity of their government, 
loft their lives near Offuna in the 
celebrated battle with the Carthagi- 
nians the year 210 before Chrift; the 
dedication of one of theft temples was 
found and copied by Cyriaco Au- 
conitano.

O happy Spaniards ! to have been 
bleft with fuch good, fuch virtuous 
and dilintereited governors, who fpent 
and faciificed their lives for their 
fafety and proteftion ! And thrice 
happy Romans! who governed and 
died for a people lb fenfible of, and 
grateful to, all their afts of bene- 
volence and virtue ! A more noble 
monument exifts not in the annals' 
of time.

This ftone is remarkable for having 
(o long a defcent of the emperox^, 
and their names and titles fo plun 
and at full length : even in Morales' 
time it was not legible to the end;

and, as the tranfcriber omitted the

On the othep fide of ^the Sierra de ^ '^'"^ 
Abdalazis, and two leagues to the Weft 
of Antiquera, is a very fmall village 
called El Valle, built on the ruins of ; 
Nefcania, a Roman Munidpium, and 
whofe eredtion was owing to the con- 
courfe of people in the tinj^ of Philip 
IT, in 1547, frequenting a. medicinal 
fountain, celebrated anciently for its 
fovereigiv, property in diflblving the 
flone and gravel, - Morales has quoted 
the infcription of an altar, put up by 
Lucius Pofthumius Satulius, in com- 
pliance with a vow he had made, anfi 
doubtleis in gratitude for the benefit 
he had received from drinking the 
waters of this fountain, which he calls 
divine.

virtue at v^. Morales is of opinion, 
fliat thefe waters pafs through a vein 
of earth impregnated with gold; bat 
I cannot fay I found any thing like 
particles of that metal in the fands, 
as he affirms. 

In 
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Intheftream from theft fpringsgrows ^°"'°- 
a weed which produces a fmall blue 
and white flower, which, the people 
there afliired me, being boiled in 
water, was of equal goodnefs with 
the fountain itfelf. The Spanifli 
phylicians call this plant Saxifragia, saufr*gu« 
fiom its Angular efficacy in diflblving 
the ftone. The above monument of 
the excellency of this fountain was 
removed two centuries ago, from where 
it was found, to the door of the hof- 
pital of the Conception in Antiquera; 
at which place I faw it. 

In the manufcript hiftory ofj/iin- 
tiquera, written by Frandfco Cabrera, 
an Auguftin Monk, is a fimilar altar, 
erected by Marcus Cornelius Optatus,

hellion of the oppreffed Moors, in the 
reign of Philip II. when a moun- 
taineer of the Alpujarras, named El 
Zamar, flymg with his family andjftl^i!"' 
tribe from the fword of the purfuing 
Spaniards, although he knew the cruel 
death that awaited him if taken, 
tamed back his fteps to feek a child, 
thirteen years old, who had dropped 
down tired on the road, and the ene- 
my overtook him ftaggering up the 
hill, with his daughter on his 
Ihqul ders : but this adt of fatherly 
piety cbuld not fave him from the 
biharity of the Count of Tendilla, 
wl;)} tore off his fiefli by peacemeal, 
with pincers, in the fquare of Granada: 
in that dreadful hour, the recoUedtion 
of the defperate ftate of his virgin 
Vol. II.

mother the fuperb Tyre, tlie crowned 
dty, whoie meithants were princes 
and the honourable of the earth : 
from theie princely and illuftrious 
foaaders, dignified and immortalized 
by the divine fpirit of the prophet 
liaah, Malaga received its fiift ex-JJ^fS: 
iftence eight or nine centuries beforechlX"r,t. 
the ChriiHan cera, and, according to 
Anderfon, in the year of the wurld 
3108. 

It is fituated at the bottom of aiusuumon. 
large and excellent bay, bounded by 
the mountains that approach the 
water at Torre Molinos, take a femi- 
drcular toui round the whole Hoya 
de Malaga, and again walh their rocks 
in the fea, under the very walls of 
the town, teirainating in two points, 
and 
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Malaga, gjj^j expofifig a gtztid amphitheatre 
from the turrets of the Oibralfaro, 
whence the ihips, lying at afichor in 
this fpadous bafon, form a moving 
pi£hire, the azure of the fea vying 
for beauty With the verdure of the 
rich and fruitful vale [/]. 

]J] Of Malaga, no othfcf View -was ever pab- 
Hflied than a vtry fmall ^nd imp6rfe£t one from 
the fea, in Les Dehccs d'Efpagne. A refidence 
of nine months put it in my power to take three 
hrge ■ drawings of this city, as well as views 
of its Moorilh gates and beautiful cathedral, 
which, wjth the others mentioned in the fore- 
going ihects, I intend to reduce to a fcale fuitable 
to this work, and publilh : in order to render them 
compleat, they (hall be drawn with my own 
bands, and £niQied under my infpeftion with the 
greateft fare and accuracy, noc after the lazy 
example of moft of our modem traTellcrs, who 
content themfelves with furnilluDg the artift 
with the outline of a drawing, which they had 
not patience or abilities to finifh themfelyes on 
the fpot, and deceive the world with views that 
never txifted but in the engraver's faacy.

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Aj^Han, of Alexandria [>»], is of "" "■ 
ojnpioD, that, in very ancient times, 
the Phoenicians poflefled themfelves 
ef fome parts of Spain ; and Strabo [»] 
ooafiims the firft foundation of Ma- 
bga by the Phoenicians, and abfolutely 
reje& the opinion of thofe who at- 
tribute that honour to the Phoceans, 
200 years later, and who confound 
this city with Mxnaca, which he 
obferves was farther to the Eaftward, 
at a larger diftance from Calpe. 

Strabo, in the fame page, fpeaks 
of the many gold and other precious 
mines of the mountains of Malaga; 
which paflage naturally inclines us to 
a perfualion, that as the Phoenicians

37. Don Pablo Ferrer, an ingenious 
fon of Malaga, has moft accurately 
obferved it to lie in 36 degrees, aj 
minutes, and 5 ieconds.

to the Roman dominion, thereby en- 
titling themfelves, aEi»rding to the 
policy of that wife nation, not only 
to be faved fiom plunder and vaf- 
J^age, but to be declared a free mu- 
nicipium, governed by their avn\ 
laws, under the protection of, an4 
not fervilelf fubjedt to, Rome. 

The diihnguiihed honour ef bcii^ 
declared a confederate city, wag 
perhaps owing to fome opportuoa 
and valuable affiilance, rendered by 
the Malaguenians, in th« proiecutioil 
of the war to the common-wealth, 
enhanced 
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odianced by the particular intereft of ''°°"^- 
the Romaas to feeure the good-will 
and help of a miUitime town, its fleet 
aad ihips, at a jtuiAure when the 
Carthaginians were much fupetior to 
them at fea. 

Thofe towns which were thus ^g"'SS^£" 
nified by the Romans with the title '^~*' 
of Confederates, did not only enjoy 
the rights and privileges of a mu- 
nidpium, but were regarded and 
refpefted as an ally, companion, and 
fiiend to the Repuhlick, who always 
addrdled them with the fifterly eX" 
preffion of " Pia, and jEterna Pax.!* 
This honour was held fo lacred, that 
Suetonius tells us, in his life of Calic 
gala, " whenever that emperor en- 
" tered any confederate town, he

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""■"'■ " before him, thereby declaring hiS 
^|.£ " power and authority ought t<y be 

" fliewnand exerted over his fiibjefis,

It is to be lamented, that a title (o 
glorious has not been celebrated on 
any monuments remaining of this 
city ; and that of municipium in one 
only, which is not exifting at prefen^ 
but quoted by Morejon : it had ferved 
as a bafe to a ftatue, eredted by " Va. 
" leria Macrina to her hufband Ln- 
" ciusCaeciliusBaflus, a Roman citizen

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To the Eaft of the city, facing the '«■'""• 
fea, the town is bovmded by a rifing''j'|'"i„''^ 
bill, whereon I have every ieafon to 
imagine was once the principal Pagan 
temple of Malaga, the pofition *x- 
a^y correfponding with that chofen 
by the Romans in all their colonies 
for their Capitolium, in imitation of 
the Capitol at Rome: in the municipal 
and confederate towns they, indeed, 
followed their own religious cuftoms; 
yet it may be prefumed, that they fo 
far copied the manners of the Ro- 
inans, as tp eteft their chief temples 
pn elevated fituations, Iq the firft 
ChrifUaii ppuncil of Granada was 
pailed a canon, forbidding the inba>- 
bitants from going up to faciifice in 
fhe Capitol of that city. 
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malac ■ 1^5 <ituatk>n being equaUy wel} 
adapted for the purpofes of an Al^afar, 
or Toyal fortrefs, to protefl and oomT 
mand the town, the Moors hereon 
liuilt the celebrated Akafaba: ex^ 
araining this caftje with attention, I 
oblerved in the walls and buil£ng5 of 
. that part which faces the fea, niins of 
columns, carved bafes and cajritals, 
■manifeftly Roman ; the moft remark-: 
able are two fliafts of fluted marble 
pillars, meafuring 36 inches diameter, 
with their Corinthian capitals, placed 
at the South eiitrance in the walls of 
the covered way : the lowncis of the 
roof .idmitted but pne of the blocks 
about eight feet high; the other Ihafts 
iire at fome diftance in the fame 
pofition.

On this pedeftal to the ftatue of the 
wife of Proculus, which probably was 
eredted at the f»me time with that of 
her hufband, we have a memorial of 
another office ferved by him, and 
which might have been exprelled in 
the vacuum of the lixth line on the 
bafe of bis ftatue. This ftone was fix 
feet long when dug up by the gar- 
dener; the middle part he fuffered to 
be fawed out and carried away.

Hermenegildo, eldeft fon to king Leo- J 
vigildo, who conquered Malaga; of i 
Keccaredo I. his fecond fon and fuc- 
ccflbr, from whom the Spanifh mo- j 
narchs deduce their pedigree, and whofe 
memory is highly venerated in Spain, 
having been the firft of the Gothic 
kings that abjured Arianifm ; and uf 
Rodrigo, who loft the kingdom and his 
life in the fatal battle of Guadalete, 
where that effeminate king appealed

''''■*"°"and, in 1021, the Moors of CordoTi, 
harrafled by inteftine broils, crowned 
him king of that empire: but he, 
being biaffed by a partial love for his 
native Malaga, refilled to relide in 
Cordova ; and, on returning hither, 
the Cordovans elected another king 
in his room; and Hyahya contented 
hirafelf with the crown of Malaga, 
which he did not long enjoy, being 
killed by Ifmael. 

Idriz, 
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Idriz,unde to the deceafed Hyahya, ^°'' "■ 
and brother to Haly the firft king of^fSL 
Malaga, who was at that time governor 
ofCeuta, hearing the unhappy end 
of his nephew, came over with a 
great power to revenge it in 1013 ; 
and not only obtained the crown of 
Malaga,, but enlarged its dominion 
over Seville, Carmona, Alcala, and 
Almeria. He enjoyed the crowns of 
Seville and Malaga but one year, and

- head ; the Alguazil, drawing his al-r 
fange, paid no attention to the third 
traitor, who attacked him behind, 
but, valiantly defending the king, 
drove the Arrahaez and his fon into 
an inner room, the door of which he 
fattened on them, and attacked the 
other (who in the mean while had 
given Ifmael his death's wound in 
the flioulder) and forced the villain 
to take refuge in another apartment, 
which he like wife locked; then turn- 
ing to the fainting king, he carried him 
to his mother, in whofc arms he foon 
expired. His death the good Alcalde 
revenged, not only on the three 
afTaffins, but on all thofe concerned 
in the confpii-acy. In 177 1, I was 
fliewn at Granada the very paflage 
vhere this tragedy was afletl, and 
Ifmaei 
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Ifinael fell a facrifice to the fury of '"'^ ""■ 
exafperated love. 

Thiis periflied Iftnael, fen of Ma- ^"'"'^ 
laga, after a profperous reign of nine 
years and feven months j of the three 
fons he left behind him, named Ifmael, 
Farachen, and Juzaf, the firft and 
laft fucceeded him; of their ails we 
have already treated in the annals of 
Gibraltar. 

He lies buried in La Rauda, or^"'^'*'*™*' 
loyal chapel of the Mooriih kings, in 
the Alhambra, on the South fide of 
the Patio de los Leones; together with 
three other kings, his grandfather 
Abi Abdilehi, his third fon Abil 
Hagex Juzaf, and another of his de- 
ftendants: to this chapel the pariai°£'f£5,,f 
^■hi)rch of the Albambra was tranf- 
ported 
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■m""o" ported in the reign of Philip U. and 
'^~~~~ remained there 30 years; at prefent 
it is ftripped of every ornament, aban- 
doned both by Moors and Chrifiians. 

Over the door is ftiU to be feen the 
following verfe of the Alcoran: 

" The permanent kingdom, the 
** honour without diminution of its 
• " owner i There is no "other God 

" but God." 

This laft phrafe, which is the 
grand article of the Mooriih faith, is 
repeated in every part of the room. 

At the heads of the fepulchre of 
each king, were originally placed up- 
right fo\ir alabafter ftones, with in- 
jCcriptions on one fide, and epitaphs 
in 
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in verfe on the other, written in gold '°'" '''• 
letters on a blue ground. Louis de 
Marmol, who was well verfed in the 
Arabian idiom, iaw and tranilated 
them into Spanilh. That of Ifinael 
was as follows :

" This is the fepulchre of the ' 
" glorious king, who died in defence 
" of the law of God; the conqueror

" deceafed Abi Ceyed Farakh, fon of 
" the matchlefs and chofen defender;

On the other fide of the tomb- 

flone, is a long piece of poetry, a tranf- 

lation of which would be too tedious, 

and lofe all its original merit. It is a 

2 panegyridc 
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panegyrick on the king, who is "o"' '"■ 
therein, accotding^o the Mahometan 
belief, fuppofed to be received into 
Paradife; and the blood and fweat of 
his brow wiped off by the beautiful 
hands of virgins,' who give him to 
drink of the living waters of heaven. 
His murtherers the devil is to feed 
with the putrid excrements of thofe 
condemned in bell. 

This monument contains an abre- SlfSlZ- 
viated hiftory of the life of Ifinael, 
his family, defcent, and principal ac- 
tions ; the kings he is faid to have Haiti 
are doubtlefs the two Infants in the 
Vale of Granada. The metaphor of 
his dying, with the duftof the mili- 
tia in the plaits of his ^garment, is 
noble.; to underfiand it we muft 
obferve, that in the Moorilh law the 
whole 
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^I"o " whole body of the people are called 
'~~^~ a militia, not as the Chiiltian church 
to fight againft the devil and he 
works, but a furious fedt who are 
boxind to extirpate all thole . who 
difient' from them. 

The title of Na<pr, from whom 
all the Granada Kings afie£ted to de- 
icend, was of the fame . import and 
efteem among them, as that of Csefar 
to the Roman emperors ; they are 
often, in their poetry and infcriptions 
at Granada, called fimply by that 
name, of which we have numerous 
iuftances in thofe exifting to this day 
in the Alhambra. One in particular 
I remember in the fuperb hall of 
Comares over a window, which, for 
its beauty and elegant turn of thpught, 
weU 
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well deferves here to be repeated ; it °*'" ^- 
is compofed of five verfes of eleven 
fyllables, after the manner of the 
Spaniih Quintillas, and alludes to a 
garden and fountain juft under the , 
window : 

" I am a garden of plants excelling in beauty ■*"_5'''''

" Look at my bafon, can any thing equal its 

** cryftalline water ? 
" You will not find any thing comparable to 

*' me, fave the moon in its full.

The royal houfe of Malaga being 
thus eftablilhed on the throne of Gra-

Antonio de Caftillo, a Fraocifcan Friar, was alio 
born in Malaga-, he, on his return from bis 
miiSonG in the Holy Land, publiOied at Madrid 
1654, Viage a la tierra faaHa.

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»11 the flower of the nobUity of Spain, '"" "'■ 
lieaded by the king himfelf: their 
approach was on the fea-fide from 
the Velez road, and they appeared 
before the town the fecond week in 
May. Their principal quarter, and >«!i. 
where the king encamped, was on a 
mountain behind that of Gibralfaro, 
alnoplt within gun-ihot, but rather 
more elevated; to gain this pofl, was 
the work of a whole day, and the 
price of many lives ; the Moors oc- 
cupied the funimit with three bat- 
talions, drove the Spaniards down the 
hill three feveral times,, wounding 
and killing great numbers ; the king's 
tent was placed at firft on this hill; 
but the Moors, having the royal TJ;^5",;j"'' 
pavilion in view, never ceafed firing JSn'L.. 
againft it, till the Spaniards removed 
it on another eminence further oif; 
thence the lines of the camp extended 
to 
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^bililll' '° '^^ S*'^ °^ Granada, where Son 
'~~~~~ Akmia de Aguilar, the Alcalde at 
Los DoD^eleSy commanded; from the 
gat£ there was another line romd the 
walls of the iuhuibs, down the Agua 
Medina to the &% {b that the town, 
entirely furronnded, could have no 
commnnicatkn with the oouotry 
within, nor receive fuccours bota 
Granada; to .the coafi: of Barbara, all 
paflage was cut off by the Spanifb 
fleet, commanded by the' Count of 
Benevento and Antonio Bemal. 

Xfend^aS '° "^ arfenal of the Moors wea 
fa '&"* fix Albatozas, or row-gallies, which 
they armed and put to fea to defend 
the beach &pm tBe Spanilh fliips ; 
thefe were continually Ikirmilhing 
with their enemies, and endeavouring 
to break through them : in one of 
which 
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vrhkh fights they droYe from the '"*"'• 
town the whole fleet, and funk a 
large veflel belonging to the duke of 
Medina Sidooia. 

Thus flint up, the Moors had no> 
thing to truft to but their own valour 
and the number and bravery of their- 
men, thoiigh, alasl the multinade of 
Jiahabitants only ierved to accelera«» 
their ruin ; in a month's time, all the 
jxovifions were confumed, and to 
diftrels them the more, Ferdinand 
ordered a great part of the army to 
endeavour to enter and carry the 
barrio of the city, wherein the Moots 
kept their horfes and cattle, and drew 
great fuccours from the fruits of its 
gardens. 

This aflault lafted three days, and*"Srfl *' 
every foot of ground that the Spa- 
niards 
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■*2"*I;e°'' niards gained was bathed in blood; 

' no quarter was there giveti : it was the 

Moors laft refuge; they fought with. 
the greateft bravery, and, defending 
the ground by inches, were driven 
into the city by the fuperior force of 
the vi(Storious Chriftians. 

■^"Brij^'^ An attempt to make themfelves 
mafters of the bridge, was attended 
with lefs fuccefs and ftiU more blood- 
fhed. This bridge was defended at 
each entrance by two towers; the 
furthermoft of which the Spaniards 
blew up with gunpowder, but never 
could they make themfelves mafters 
of the other; fo defperately was it 
defended by the Moors, who loft in 
this attack a number of their braveft 
men, and among them two of their 
principal captains, fons of Malaga, 

cm 
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Cidi Mahommad, and Durrhamen, °<'°' "'■ 
mourned by the whole city, though 
rather to be envied than pitied, 
becaufe they furvived not the de- 
Aru(5tion of their nation. 

The artillery, planted in the king'sAitack ofGi- 
quarter on the mountain Gibralfero, 
beat down the great tower of the 
caftle, another tuiret near it, and the 
wall between them; the Marquis of 
Cadix advanced to attack and enter 
the breach fword in hand; but the 
beiieged, not lofing courage, drew 
out 2,000 men; and, on the approach 
of the Spaniards, animated by delpair, 
made a dreadful havock among them, 
tumbling great numbers headlong 
down the hill, and obliging the reft 
to retire to their former poft. The 
Chriftiatis loft in this afi^ feveral 
captains

■""" of Atienqa, Imgo Lofiez de Medraoa^

*"^r" -But the moft bloody <rf dl da 
afiioos during the fiege were tiie 
Hditerraneoas fi^ts between Acme* 
who hid undermined the wills of tbe 
dty in diffetent placet, and Has iloaa 
who, by couateimineB, had niet 
them ; fix days they fought under 
giound without intctmiSon, bodi 
the dead and linng lefhtxd by their 
cmutrymen from time to time, as 
thete fell and thofe grew tired; at 
length the Moors beat the ^aniaids 
from all their wotks, wfaidU they 
rained and filled up, and tiiereby 
lived the city; nothing can exceed

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the horronr of fuch engaggneiits, »«« "^^ 
remleied fiiU more fearful with the 
gloomy light of torches, by the blaie 
of which the combatant refifted his 
adTerfary body to body, a fword in 
one hajid, and a dagger in the other, 
and tMs not only in a fingle part, but 
fire or fix at once. 

King Ferdinand defpairing to gain 
the place, his camp being diniinilfaed 
by the fwotd and ficknefs, and his 
powder failing, the Queen arrived 
with &e<h fupplies of men and 
money in July ; they wrxjte to Por- 
tugal for gunpowder, and difpatched 
a vedH to Algeziras, then in ruins, 
to gather up all the ilone balls which 
. Alanzo XI. had thrown into that dty 
wiien be belieged it.

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.*m""'=°' The Moors ftill kept up their 
iucour rf courage, depending upon fuccoun 
"° °°"' from Granada; which city, at this 
fatal period, was torn to pieces by 
.the factions of the two kings, unde 
.and nephew ; the former indeed, to 
whom Malaga belonged, fent a body 
of men to their ailiiiance from Guadix, 
but the infatuated AudaU inarched 
.out of Gi'anada and routed them, 
.thereby determining the lofe of Ma- 
laga, and haftening his own ruin; 
notwithftanding 400 Moors aflemblol 
■ fecretly, and endeavoured, by furprize, 
to pafs the Spanilh lines, by the fide 
of the fea, and enter the city ; of tbefe

Em..io;>i» The Genoefe were its firft piind- 
rfM.bgj. j,al merchants, but, in procefs of 

time^ 
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timej EngUJhy Fleming, German and ^^ "■ 
-Dutch fa£h)rs, came to fettle arid ef~ 
tablUh a correfpondence with their 
feveral nations. The excellency of 
the wine of Malaga foon began to be 
•known and elteemed in Europe, and 
Ihips from all parts to frequent, its 
port. The ^unders and firft traders 
to this city, were the honourable and 
princely Phoenicians; and it may be 
truly faid, that the prefent merchants 
of the different failories not only keep 
up the remembrance of the Tyrian 
magnificence, but even exceed them 
in the richnefs of their drefs, ftate of 
their houfes, their villas of the vale, 
and coftly retreats in the mountains. 

Its fine bay, and lucrative trade to 

■^1 pgrts of the North, forlbme cen* 

^ies paft, have rendered Malaga a 

V 3 rich 
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*J^'"" ridi and popolout town, feoond t« 
'='^'" none in Spain, except Cadiz. The 
Spanifh monarchs, attentive to its con- 
(equence, and the laige revenue they 
draw from its cuftom-honfe, have 
conftahtly preferved it from the in< 
fiilts of an enemy by a ftrong gani- 
fya, and adorned it with a fiately 
mole, and one of the fiaelt catbeibali 
in Ewppe,

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CHAPTER III. 



TN the year 1487, when Malaga'J^p;® 

was taken fram the Moors, its 
dicumference was much the fame as 
at prefent: the ancient walls have; 
been rq)aired by Charles V. and al- 
ways kept up, on account of the 
duties of miUones the king receives 
for all provifions that enter the gates; 
indeed the prefent afpeft of Malaga 
is entirely Moorifh ; whether you be- 
hold it from the fea, the vale, or the 
mountains, you on every fide fee it 
furrounded by Arabian fortifications, 
and crowned with the noble caAles 
of Gibralfaro and the Alcafaba: the 
works and buildings of that nation 
V 4 wiU 
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MAL4a.. ^]i therefore firft oflFer themfelvcs to 
our view ; and an inveftigation of tha 
monviments thsy have left behind 
thenj of their power and magni-' 
ficence, cannot fail to afford us many 
particulars of the arts, policy, and in» 
genuity of a people, that, from an 
habitation of alnjoft 800 years, had 
s fair claim to a country, which they 
had conquered, fword in hand, in left 
than two fvuijmers, from the hari 
barous Gothic fubyerters of the R<h 
plan empire [<], 

[/j The Andaluciao Moors fo greatly regrett 
ted their being cjriyen out pf Spain, that thofe 
among thenif who afterwards fettled on a]l the 
pppofite coad of Barbary, carried with them, and 
tranfmitted to their defcendants, the titles, deeds, 
^nd charters of the eftates they polTefs in thi% 
country, who carefully preferve them with a Tain 
hope, that the emperor of Morocco will otie dav 
pare the way for their feturn,

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At the time of its conqueft. Ma- """"v- 
Jaga had foiar caftles: Gibralfaro oncSto^M^ 
tlie top of the hill, to the Eaft of the 
town, ftill fianding; and below it, on 
a riling ground, the Alcafaba, or pa- 
lace of the governor ; the third fortrefs 
was called Las Attarazanas ; the fourth 
cattle, which Antonio Nebrija named 
Caftel de )os Genoefes, is no more. 

The walls of the town reached 
from the Alcafaba to the Attarazanas, 
in a flieight line, near a mile iit 
length, having the water wafliing 
tliem, and two towers projefting into 
^e fea, to defend the paijage imder 
ftem; one at the South-Eaft end of 
the Alc^aba, an4 the other advancing 
Jike a fpuf (as Nebrija terms it) from 
the towers of the Attarazanas; thence 
tfi^ w^5 rvm up the Carreteria North- 
wards, 
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M*""- wards, taking a ftveep tin they re$oia 
the North part of the Aicaiaba. 



■ lUTooo. g^jgj. jjjg prindpal were la Pnerta de 
Granada (now blocked up) towards the 
mountains ; La Puerta de Antiquera, 
and El Poftigo de Aranze, facing the 
plain ; and fronting the fea La Puerta

£ltee, La Puerta Efparteria, and fe> 
veral others, befides falee ports and 
. gates from the callles, both facing 
the water and the mountains.

of her comitry; which tale is re- 
puted both by Rails, the archl»- 
}biop Don Rodrigo, Florian O Campo, 
Morales, and even Garibay and Ma- 
nana. True it is, the Caba did em- 
bark at Malaga, and equally probable 
from this very ij»t^ this fortrefs then 
exifling; but the prefent arch, to 
which this celebrated gate U fixed, 
was, moA undoubtedly, the fabrid: 
of the Moots five hundred years 
after. The true name of this <rate,i°in<i!i!r-

are ftiU to be traced. 

BdPurehti. . The Barrio del Purchel, and- that 
DeUTriai- of the Trinity, being -both on -the 
•further fide of the Agna -Medina, 
-and of too great extent to be- de- 
fended, was abandoned and demo- 
liflied by the Moors,- when they found 
the Spaniards approach - to befiege 
'them. Thefe had a communication 
with the city, by means of a ftone 
bridge, defended- by two- towers, 
whicli 
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'Which we had occafion to mention '°" "• 
during the fiege. This bridge, ae-'""''"'^- 
cording to the teftimony of the author 
of La Poblation General de Efpana, 
was a moft ancient ftru<Stare, built 
by the Phoenicians, and ftill ftanding 
in 1 661, when a ftorm of rain, on 
the 2 2d day of September, carried 
it away, together with its towers, into 
the fea, into which were forced, by the 
fame violence, the walls and materials 
of i£oo houfes, 'and above 2000 
fouls drowned. A new bridge has 
been lince rebuilt. In thofe two 
fuburbs refide at prefent fea-faring 
people, and towards The Trinity 
th<^e that work in the fields and 
^rdens that furround both. 

The Moorifli caftle of Gibralfaro'*'"'** 
was deemed by the Spaniards, at the 
time 
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""■'°'- time of the £ege, an impregnaUs 
fortielj, and is at this day one of the 
moft perfedt models of the kind 
exifling. It is funounded by a dou- 
ble wail, from the outeimoft of which 
prcjeA t»wers, with doable gates 
towards the monntain and the city, 
placed at fuch diftance from the gates 
of the inner wall, that, although the 
enemy oouM take poBelBon of dM 
fermer, they would be annoyed and 
crulhed from the top of the walls 
as they marched to the attack of the 
others 

ft occupies idl the fummit of the 
hill, in drcuit about thtee furlongs, 
and undoubtedly, in all its parts, is a 
works of the Moors, and not, as 
Padre Roa will have it, of the Phee- 
nidaos, Greeks, Carthaginians, or 
Romans! 
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RomiDis; wbo, notwithfiandiiig, from '°°* "'• 
its ficnadoa, it may well be prefinned, 
bad a fiartifiration here as well at in 
the Alcifaba below. This may be 
conjefiuicil £n>m its name, compofed 
evidently of Gibel, in Arabic a Moun- 
tain, and fx^ci in Greek, a Signal or 
Watch-tDvrer. The Moon found on 
it a Watch-tower, called then by its 
Greek name niaio% and thence aa> 
turally named the hill, The Mountain 
with, a Pharos. 

The lituation of this hill, and the 
great command of profpe^ Eaftward, 
aver the Mediterranean, towards the 
modur dty of Tyre, whence the 
KioeniciaB merchants of Malaga it 
is iBtural, fhoold look for thdr ihips 
and merchandizes, is reafon fuffident 
to conclude, that they had a fortrefs and 
look- 
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M»i.Ai>«. look-out oa this fjwti Again, on dxt 
key-ftone of the arch of the principal 
J^""" gate is carved a head in bas-ieUefj 
with moldings above and belctw H; 
this ftpne fuiting the place, though 
longer than any other in the arch, 
was probably made ufe of by the 
Moorifh archite6t without regarding 
the fculpture, which is againft their 
law, and of courfe would be pre- 
pofterous to impute it to them. ThiJ 
is the fole monument of Roman am 
tiquity I could perceive in this caftle. 

The dome of the Donjon, or iirt 
tower you enter, is finely ornamented 
-BCAic. with a Mofaic, I took a drawing of 
it, which fliall be engraved. The 
damp has much injured the colom^ 
that are blue, green, and white. 
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The lifext objeii worth our ateeh- °°" '\ 
tion 18 a fqviare mofqne, whofe doors""''"' 
tire covered with plates of brafs; On 
the waUs are various works of liucxoy 
and feveral paSages of the alcoran, 
written after the manner of.the Moorsj 
The Catholic kings converted this 
mofqUe into a Chriilian chtirch^ 
which was dedicated to St. txiuis th<i 
bilhop, as the annual fellival of this 
faint is celebrated in Spain on thd 
aineteeo i of Auguft, the day on 
Whidi this city was delivered tip to 
the Chiiftians. This chapel has beeil 
long fince fliut up, and the towers of 
the caflie filled with gun-powdetj 

The gfeafeft curioiity of Gibraifardi-"i' ^''ii 
Is a large well of fine fpring-waterj 
that defcends 300 yards into th^ ■ 
bowels of the mountain. The water is

I both tailed and weighed it, being 
amazed that a mountain, waihed bjr 
the briny waves, Ihoold be pregnant 
with fuch excellent filings, of which 
another, by the means of conduits in 
the time of the Moors, fuppUed all 
the Barrio of the Viitory; their vef- 
tigia I traced on the North-fide of the 
hilL 

»"*•■ there is a fecoiid finaller welJ- 

in one of the towers, 'and two very 
fine algibes^ <»- baths; 6n<! at 
die mofqne,* and the other in the' 
open court, not far iiom the greal 
well ; this lattei" is within foxu: feet of 
the furfac6 of the hill, buik of 
ftone, and arched to preferve tiur 
water frefli, meafuring. thirty' feet 
long and ten Wide, a beautiful and 
admirable 
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adioirable work; the arcbes are lofty '"''"'■ 
and entire, and refpire a coolnefs that 
invites one to bathe. 

The name of thfe fecond cattle, inS^i** 
Arabic, was ^1; in Spanifli, Al* 
cafar, thence corrupted Alcafaba, fig- 
nifying a caftle and royal telidence. 
It accordingly ferved as a fortrefs that 
commanded the town, a palace for 
its arrahaeZj and an arfenal for his 
gallies. Its iituation is on a riiing 
bill, with a gradual defcent each way, 
except to the Eaft, where it joins the 
fuperior mountain of Gibralfaro, with 
which it communicates by a double 
wall 900 feet long. On confideringjj,'^^, 
the direction of thefe walls, almoft""' 
perpendicular up the hill, which is 
exceedingly fteep, and that they ate 
built near five feet thick, fortified 
X 2 with 
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""*°*- with towers, battlements, and Sciaa- 
fteps On the inner fide, for the con- 
venience and prote&ion of thoCe who 
manned them; one cannot help being 
firack with fuch a bold and ftupendous 
undertaking, whicll rendered theft 
two cafUes impregnable before the tife 
of fiic-aims; and even though Fer- 
dinand y. had a park of artillery 
mounted againft them, during th^ 
whole fiege, he at laft reduced the 
city only by famine. 

The Akafaba was fortified in a mofi 
extraordinary manner, with three 
walls towards the fea, and two facing 
the town. Antonio de Nebrixa 
counted, in the circiunference of this 
caftle, no large towers, befides a 
great number of turrets, the largeA 
Of which are thoie which furround 
the 
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the arienal for the gdlies, that is »~"'v- 
Ml the Weft angle of the cafile, clofe 
to the fea, and £0 low, that the water 
flowecf in and formed a bafoa capa-' 
cioaf enough to contain 20 gallies. 
the walls round it were eighty feet 
high; and the three arches, for the 
reception pf the barks, Sxtj foet by 
tiuity wide, and twelve feet tbiick: 
each of tbefe arches had its gates, 
the grooves of whofe hinges ace flill 
to be feen, though they have long 
ilAce been' carried away, the arches 
waUed up, and the fea repelled by the 
mole. 

The ground of this balbn is now 
turned into a garden, and, what is mofl < 

ftuprizing, has in it a well of good 
water. This garden, lying low, 
warm, and well-lheltered from the 
Northerly winds, grows plantains and 
X 3 bananas 
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""■'°'- bananas as good and. fweet-flavoured 
as any I ever ate in the Madeiras. 

The principal gate of the Alcafabsi 
faced the town, wbofe doors, {dated 
with mafly iron, iire lUll ilanding. 
You enter it under a tower, round 
which you ftill fte the flone-leats 
whereon the Mooriftj guards repofed. 
This tower has a' fBcoad gate,' whidi 
when yott have pail, you turin to 
thi left by a narro*- way, ' deftaod^ 
in the liliddle by another gate^f^^ 
then' meet a tower like 
With douI>le gates, and, 
the tight, go iinder a long 
way, which' brings you to a~ fixthi 
gate, fronting another that leads to. 
the aifenal and lower walls';, leav- 
ing which on the right, ybu continue 
alcending the hill between the (econd 
and third wa^, till youpafs a ieventh 
arch] 
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arch; and an hundred paces further, '"'« ""■ 
you come to what the Moors efteemed 
their chief gate[/]. This gate theefcirfOtKi 
Moors called The Gate of Judgement, 
as under it, after a moft ancient cuftom 
in the Eaft, the Arrajaez, or his Cadi, 
Tat and admuiiftered juftice. Over it is 
the reprefentation of a key carv^, the 
ancient fynjbol qf the Mahometans; 
and ahove the key t\yo bricks, with 
an Arabic infciiption, enamelled blue, 
gacji of them containing feven lines, 
)iut fp e$iced by the inclemency of 
the weather, as to be abfolutely un- 
intelligible. 

This tower, which i? fortified with 
double gafes, leads to afecond court; 
pppctfite; to it is a very large, and lofty 
to\fer flanked, and whofe gates open 
fo the fummit of the hill, which is

By this defcription, you will find, 
we have pa%d five towers and deveq 
gates before we enter the cei«er of 
the caftle. I have been the more exi 
plidt, in order to give the ingenious 
reader an idea of the Moorifh manner 
of fortification. The life of fire^anm 
has entirely change^ the wliole theory 
^f the art of defence; but ftill it it 
pirioos and pleafing, to fee the pains 
»nd care the Arabians took in fortifyt 
ing their caftles, and to contemplate 
the monuments of a nation that i$ 
now no more, 

"S.V ITiefe gates the architedis diftin^ 

' guifh by the ftyle of Moriflcs, of a fer 

different conftrudlion from either the 

Roman or Gothic, and which indit 

putably 
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Jiutably denotes a Moorilh building. . '"" "■ 
Their arches were circular, and de- 
fcending below their medium or 
femi-circle caufed their plinths or 
impofts to advance beyond their due 
proportion. The key-ftone was al- 
ways of VnarHe or ftone, and the arch 
faced either with ftone or brick; but 
the impofts ever of a fine veined 
marble, of a different colour from the 
reft of the building, fo as to mark and 
Tafc diftinguiihed at a diftance; this, 
which the Romans would have et- 
teemed a defeft, was, to the Moors, 
a beauty, and every gate to this for- 
trefs has plinths of a diffirent colour, 
fome red, others green, yellow-veined 
with .white or blue; the arch was 
generally crowned by a fort of fquare 
entablature, projedling a little from 
the walls, and defcending on each 
fide as low as the impoft.

"""""""■•than any thing in their hvuldings, it 
is difficult to &1(1 (wo gates oma> 
mented alike, or after any one fixed 
rule or ieSgn ; thus, for inftance, tjie 
firft and fecond gates of the two cafiles, 
the gates of the ftreeC of Granada, 
and the fanious one of ^e Attararanas, 
are all entirely difierent; nay, th« 
ornaments of the three arches of the 
arfenal, though clofe to each other, 
and of the fame height, have not the 
leaft lefemblance,

intended to ornament; the firft was

The fpcond was aUn4of fquare***""*' 
or diamond, raifed on the walls h; 
two bricks, advanced edgeways about

in the gate of the arfenal [m], and the 
tower of the church of San Jago, 

The third was by briclss, enamejled*"™^ 
in difierent colours on their furfaces, 
moulded in the form and Ihape re- 
quired. I' is amazing how frelh the 
few of them, that have not been 
forced out of their places by violence, 
\ave preferved their colours and poliih 
[«} 'Whicb Hull ^c engraved. 
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"*'""■ to this day ; and, when entire and un- 
interrupted, this kind of Mofaic xnufi 
have had a beautiful- and pleafing 

nkMa. .jjjg Moors were not ignorant of 

the way of working ^lofaics In the 
curious manner with marbles, an ait 
that had lain forgotten from the time 
of the decay of Rome; an inimitable 
fpecimen of which we have in the 
cathedral of Cordova, originally a 
Moorifti mofque, wherein is a chapel, 
the walls of which are entirely co- 
vered with a marble Mofaic, and in it 
not a piece bigger than a finger-nail. 

The Moors ufed Ufcewife to enamel 

. on bricks fentences of the alconui, 

for the ornament and fan(5tification 

of their mofques and palaces; the

letters are generally blue, and the ^''"'- 
ground white ; I picked up two bricks, 
thus enamelled, thrown away among 
rubbiili, in tlie fields of the Capu- 
chins. 

The key over the aate of the Alca-i"y""'i»

faba is the grand liieroglyphic of theJJ^"" 
Andalulian Moors. You fee it on 
every caiUe, fortrefs, or royal building 
of that nation, all over the kingdom. 

Its iignification is myfterious, and 
alludes to a pallage in the alcoran, 
wherein Mahomet boafts, " That 
" God gave him power over the hea- 
" ven above and the fire beneath, 
*' and a key, with 'Cat power of a 
" porter, that he may confide it to 
*' thoie whom he may hereaftea 
I' chufe." 

The 
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'**"°*' thefoyereign anthority, royal birth, 

£22?^' and great riches of farachen, the Ar- 
rahaez of Malaga, who tuilt thefe for- 
tt«iles ill the year 1479, would Matter 
one with the expectation of fedo^ 
fome fplendid apartments in the quar- 
tei: where hi'refidefl; but, alas! 
it Has had the inisfortune to be the 
'frorJt treated of any part of the caftle. 
It is totally in ruins; no ihape or fbtnii 
of a iobit is how to be diftin- 
guilhcS, the whole being filled with 
jieaps of rubbifli, grown by time into 
Mils as hkd is the rocks they lie on,' 
imong which appear here and there 
pillars and blocks' of fnarble. I could 
rtily trace four or five rooms, the 
toofs of which and the upper parts of 
the walls have been long defiroyed. 
Of one, that feems to have been a 
large faloon, remains a carved door- 
7 cafe. 
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<afe, part of a .wall ftuccoed •vrith Mo^ bomiv. 
fhics, a fine marble {nllafi and the 
nich (inlaid with enamelled tiles) 
-vrherein the Mooi;) when they en- 
tered the apartment of their kingj 
■were obliged to depofit their flippers, 
^ they ever approached the prefence 
barefoot. Theft niches in the Al- 
hambra of Granada are inlaid with 
gold. Bjr the abovementioned ialoort 
is Handing a door-cafe, leading to an 
inner apartment, which is raifed on 
an arch peculiar to the Arabs £«], 
aird fupported by two delicate white 
marble pillars. 

In the fquare,' behind the gover- 
npfs quarter,' is a large cave, pave<f 
and arched, with a refpirail of a fraall ■ 
fiair-cafe to defcehd it.

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the mines of this mineral at Sifapona, °<""'^- 
in the environs of Ronda, and de- 
fcribes the whole procefs of painting 
a wall with vermilion, and vamiihing 
it fo as to render the colour perma- 
nent, and give the furface of the 
building all the polifli and fmoothnefs 
of marble; the Moors we here fee 
were well acquainted with this art. 

Behind La Torre del Omenage is i"""- 
very deep well of exceedingly good wa- 
ter; and, from an angle of this iquare, 
defcended into the. town a fubter-IS^J™™ 
raneous pallage, built entirely of ma- 
fonry, and confifling of two ftrong 
walls arched over, which feem to 
have had a communication with the 
large mofque, now the church of San 
Jago, near the gate of Granada.

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Mot-fcc*. The corals or fpaces between die 
S^^*^ lower Walla, occupying all the Sdufli 
afpeft of the caille, may contain abcmt 
five acres of groiind, and the upper 
coral, that runs quite romid the for- 
trefs, as nauch more; both which, 
for centuries, have been conftandy 
fown with com. 

It was in thele corals that the tin- 
fortunate inhabitants of the city, 
after having fufFered all imaginable 
evils during the fiege, from the three 
, capital enemies of human nature, 

fword, peitilence, and famine, and 
fubmitting themfelves to a mercilefi 
conqueror, were driven, by order of 
Ferdinand V. like herds of cattle, and 
fold for flaves, vrithout any diftindtion 
of age, fex, or condition [/>].

The 
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The Attarazanas, in Arabic Al °»°' 'y- 
Darzana, the Houfe of Viflory, was^^°""' 
a large and fpacious building, in which 
the Moors [g] not only fabricated their ' 

arms and military ftores, but baked 
their bifcuit, and kept magazines of 
every fort for their navy ; at prefent 
it ferves as a commodious barrack for 
a regiment of foldiers. The princi- 
pal gate is entirely of free-ftone, and 
ornamented on each fide with the 
arms of the Mooriih kings. Its ar- j,^' ■■* 
chitefture may be perceived in my "*' 
view of Malaga from the Mole-head, 
and the arms feen in the an-

The cathedral of Malaga is built i*»»* 

, ° Mofques m 

near upon the fcite of the principal'"*''*' 
Moorilh mofque, of which we have 
no account, fave from Pedro Mbrejon, 
who fays, it was one of the fined in 
Spain. This mofque ferved for a 
town-houfe till the year X493. 

The parifh-church of San Jago, 
the fecond temple in Malaga for 
beauty and ftatelinefs, was a Moorilh 
mofque, that has preferred its walls 
and form entire. The tower is cu- 
lious, wd in the true Moorifh fiile. 
The principal door-cafe is likewife 
Moorilh; it is built of brick, with 
light pillars of the fame, reaching 
half-way down the portal, under 
which were two delicate marble co- 
lumns; 
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*'^*'*''*- lurone; about U was a Mofaic of blue* 
green, Uack, yellow, red, and white 
marbles, forming ftars and intricate 
jfquaj-es, all as frefli zad comp%^ as 
when firft finilhed, though we may 
reafonably fuppoie it to have beea 
built fix hundred years, when the 
Mahometan empire in Spain was in 
its greateft profperity. 

Clofe to the flefti-market was a 
mofque, eredied by the grand-father 
of AU Dordux^ over whole p(Mrtal was 
the fdlowing infcription :

Without the walls were feverU 
Mooriih chapels of devotion and ianc- 
tuaries ; one very famous in La Cruz 
de la LaguniUa, built by Cidi Buzadras, 
a Mooriih hermit. The little mofque 
of Cidi Abdalla, wa» at La Cruz del 
HumiUadero in the vale; but the 
molt venerated and icfpefted building 
in Malaga, was in the tower of the 
Atabal, fo called becaufe on holydays 
the Moors ufed to ailemble there with 
tnulic and drums. It was confecrated 
to Lala Arbeja, who was buried in it. 
She was a great faint among that de- 
JjiiJed nation; a reclufe by profeffion, 
I a vu-gin,

and a mortified life; the Moors re- 
ported her to be a Xerifa, or princefs 
defendant of Maliomet.

An infcription over the entrance was 
tranflated by Juan Robles, a c^tive 
at the time of the fiege, who well nq- 
derftood the Arabic, and ferved as 
interpreter between Ferdinand V. and 
the Moors, at the time of delivering 
up the dty.

ing at the town-hoofe of Granada, 
which was erected on the fdte of a

In the library of All Souls Col- 
lege at Oxford is a verfion from the 
Arabic into Latin of Ptolemy, done 
by Geraldus Cremoneniis. 



Kijrfr'ol kingdom, the Cardinal Archbiihop of

he foimd it out, ordered and forced 
his daughter .to break, off all inter- 
courfe vrith him; which Zayd inter- 
preting as a change in her afieiStions, 
refolved to retujn to the fea, and, in 
the night bsfoie his departure, fung 
this fonnet under her window.

The AlbondhOt or market-place of J"* *'!^- 
Malaga, has all the appearance of hav-^'*^' 
ing had the fame deftination under 
the moors. It had then, over its en- 
trance, an infcription relpetfting its 
life, though long fince eflfaced.

caftle is buili, faw a piece of gold fall frrant 
hole above himi which, enlarging v'uh hil 
fword, he difcoTered above three haadred more, 
all with Moori(h charaders, and of pare gold, 
according to the teHimoDy of Laftinofa, who 
bought feveral of them. As the Arabs were 
drove out of Arragon fo early as the year 1 1 10, 
this, hoard muft have remained uadifcovercd 
above 530 years. The mines oUt of which the 
Moors exira^d their ore may be clearly keown 
to the mineralogift by the forai of their welb^ 
which are cut fquare, different from the Romans, 
ttho worked their wells round/ as tefs liable to 
fall in. ■ 

Since the two plates df coins were engraved, 
1 have received from Spain abofc fifty varieties 
of brafs Spanifli Defconocida coins, and ten rari- 
etlcs in filver, which I may one day pubtifh. On 
the reverfe of the tenth of thofe engraved, the 
horfeman bears a palm in bis right hand* and bebiod 
him flowa the rich white garment of the ancient 
Sptuiards,

. towed from the Chriftian fbtes they 
con<iuered) as of the kings of Gra- 
nada, who never ufed any, but ftampt 
on • 

Spaniards, mcDtioned book I. p. S^> Neither 
thai nor the firll hare ever been publilhed* 
except imperfeflly by l.aftinofa, vbofe book is 
very fcarce and in very few libraries. I have a 
good copy of it, as well as of Velafguez ; thefe 
fvo are the only SpaniQi authors who -hire at- 
tempted to write on thefc coins : it is impoffible to 
afeertain where many of them were ftruck ; yet 
there are others, on which, although for fome 
time after they were rednced under the power of 
the Romans, they continued their ancient types 
and cbaraders, on the fide of the head of the coin 
they frequently added the name of their town 
in Latin letters, and thereby we know to which 
place they belong ; this was praSiced at Obulco, 
Celfa, Oficerda, Saguntum, Cadlx, Amba, and 
Afido. 

The types on the three )aft coins have in- 
duced the Spanilh aotiqnariet to fix them at San

Having now taken a view of the 
Moorilh antiquities of Malaga, we 
Aiall prtxeed to the modem buildings 
of the Spaniih nation, erefled fince 
the conqueft ; the principal of which 
are the mole and cathedral church. , 

. Near the Puerta Efpartertia, fromjj'gf*""* 
the angle of the Puerta de Siete Arcos,*""*^ 
runs out, into the fea, a pier about 100 
paces, on which are landed and fhipped 
off goods, and which ferves to cover 
the 
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.""■*"• the mole from the Wdtem viaOt', 
thence, under the town yraSs; is a 
ftatdy quay, built of firee ftane, WrtWe 
feet high, with a parapet, and adonied 
with trees. This work, teaches Eaft« 
ward 3000 feet, to benetidi the hill 
of Gibralfero, where the mole ad' 
vances in the fea due South 320c, 
with a platform underneath 20 iieet 
broad, defcending by Iteps into the 
Water. In the middle of it is a very 
handfome chapel, adbttied with a 
marble portal, where fervice Is par- 
formed at the expence of the kii^ 
for the conveniency of the Soman 
Catholic mariners. The whole has a 
communication with the mole aboTC 
by feveral flights of fteps. ' '" 

This upper caufe-way is 6q Act 

broad ; on it three coaches may 4i|Ve 

7 abte^; 
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abreaft. Behind the chapel is i. °;°'" 
guard-houfe for a company of fol- 
diers; and, further on, a Pharos, in- 
tended to be remoyed to the point of 
the molej which, when finished. Will 
be fortified by a battery to command 
the entrance. 

This mole affords a grand and plea^-' 
fant walk for the inhabitants of the 
towii, who here eiyoy the coolnefs of 
the fea-breeze, the pleafure of angling, 
and the view of every Ihip in the 
harbour. It was begun in 1588, 
under the diredlion of Fabius Biu-- 
fotus; the other pier was built in 
1 7 1 9, by order of Philip V. under 
(he direilion of Monfieur Turri, a 
French engineer. It was intended to 
advance as far into the fea as the 
oppofite one; but Monfieur Turri

to continue it. 

Here fleets of ihips, even thofe of 
war of the firft rate, may fafely ride

caufe . a flrand, wHieh in time will 
advance to its point; but the molt 
dangerous enemy of this harbour, 
and which in time will certainly ruin 
Ag».M=<ii«i.itj are the flufhes of the Agua Me- 
dina; this arrojo, though it is dry three 
parts of the year, after heavy rains 
brings down deluges of water, and 
with an impetnofity that fweeps away 
with it prodigious quantities of earSi,

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4he hdp of the tidedepofes on thfe " "'v- 
iaftoo Itaore; t]iis^ I itppFebendj is . 
owing to the late Cultivation with 
Vines of vaft tracts of the motln' 
«ainsj Whence the rains deftendj 
wheteas yearly the earth is frefli 
inoved, fo every flufli hurries it 
yearly into the ftream; 

Thefe laft ten years K has fomtefl a 
beach of 1 00 "yards deep, even to the 
head of the little mole, and of Coorfe, 
in fubfeqtfcnt floods; the dej»fit will 
tie carried diredtly into the harbour, 
(tod foon choak k up. , An engineei-, 
fent from Madrid to examine info and 
remedy this mifchief, gave it as his 
irfHuion, that it might be effected two 
♦ays; either by running out the 
little mole with all preciptation, ac- 
cording to the plan of Monf. Ti^rri, or 
B b z elfe 
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'^'^'°«- elfe by taming the current of the Agta 
Medina, by means of dykes, from the 
back of the Trinity up to the river. 

In the time of the Moors, the fe» 
waihed the foot of the Gibralfaro, 
and bathing the walls of the town, 
furrounded the efpoUon, or round 
tower, which proje<5ts from the Atta- 
razanas, and much the fame did it 
continue till fince I knew Malaga. 

charehof The chief ornament, pride, siai 
glory, of .the city of Malaga, is its 
magnificent cathedral, which claims a 
rank among' the moil fuperb temples 
of EiTTope, for the boldncfs and height 
'of its fabric, the richnefs-of its ma- 
terials, and the immenfe fums that 
have been fpent in its conftni£tion; 
though it muft be allowed to be in- 
ferior 
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ferior to many, infinitely lefs caftly. "'°''"^- 
for its want of fymmetry and fre- 
quent deviation from the rules of 
architedlure, wherein the intelligent 
eye beholds, with pdn, a mixture of 
the [^3 Gothic and Roman ftile. 

It is huiit of a fine free-ftone, of a 
light yellowilh caft, which having 
been 250 years in raifing, and the 
•ftones not all'takeri out of one quarry, 
of of the fame caft, the Spaniards, to ra- 
ftorethe unifbrmityof the oolour,have 
-plafiered the whole Ihell with mortar 
mixed with the duft of the. ftones; a 
'manceuvre which, in length of time, 
-as it peels oflF, will have a very ill 
efiea.

lucia have been drenched with water, 
at Malaga and in the Vale they had 
fcarce a drop. This drought, which 
often endangers the crops of com, 
contributes principally to the fweet- 
nefs, flavour,' and foundnefs of body 
of the Malaga wine, the mountains 
being fufficiently refreflicd by the 
■ damps and mifts with which they are 
frequently covered, that benefit the 
vines infinitely more than heavy rains, 
which, on the contrary, injure 
their roots, by waQiing away the foil, 
in feme places not fix inches deep.

In Spain the feafon of majning wine°' ')" ^'"*' 
is looked upon as a time of great (etr 
tivity, and celebrated vnth. rejoicings 
that border on licentioufnefs. While 
the vintage continues, all diltin^tioa 
and refpedt is forgot; the owner of 
the vineyard puts afide his aufterity 
with his cloak,, and cries out to hi* 
fervants, " Ea! hermanos el juicio 
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"'""«■ " ya & fue." " Let us be meny, 
** my companions, wifdom is fled out 
" of the window." The lord thence- 
forward eats at the fame board with 
his family; and at the hour of dinner 
you may fee his lady fcrambling with 
the ruftics to get the beft place, and 
ftick firft her wooden fpoon in the 
bowl of foup. After dinner, as the 
chearful goblet goes round, you will 
hear many bitter ftrokes of fatire 
ftx)m the clowns, not only on the 
natural or imaginary defeifls of one 
another, but with equal liberty at 
thofe of thdr lord and lady, who, fax 
from being offended, encourage their 
freedom, by retorting their jokes ; a 
cuftom that has been preferved in this 
country ever fince the Romans fet 
footing in it, as weU as that of abufing. 
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ill the loudeft and fouleft manner, B°"iy- 
thofe who pafs by the vineyards all 
the time they are gathering the 
grapes ; and, what is more remarkable, 
they now make life of the very fame 
epithets [^] as the rude vintager did 
in the days of Horace.

Of the fruits peculiar to this coun-^^™"^ 
try, the Higo-chumbo [oj draws the 
attention of every curious ftranger. 
It is very plenty at Malaga, and in no ' 
part better flavoured; the common 
people eat this fruit all the feafon with 
great eagemefs, and even after bath- 
ing, without any ill ef&&. The phy- 
ficians efteem it cooling and whole- 
fome.

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'"■■■«°* This U the Ficus S{hiio& «f the 
i^l'" botanifts. To projagate it, they ttoift 
'a fingle ]eaf into the ground; th« 
more bairen, dry, and hard the foil, 
the better it thrives : the leaf aUng 
root produces other leaves on its edges; 
and a lucceffioa following yearly, the 
lower ones turn brown, and acquiie 
the confiftence of a fpungy wood. 
A more iU-ihaped ugly plant grows 
not, and, I may add, not one More ill< 
nattired, both its leaves wd fruit 
being (urrpunded with fliarp thorns, 
whence its Latin name is derived. On 
the crown of the Hig*-chunjbo groiws 
a yellow flower, which, as it rjpei^ 
dies away, and then the fruit itfelf 
becomes of the fame colqur. 

There is another fjiecies of this 

plant in the ' Weft Indies, quite 

different 
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dififerent fiom ours. It is a low Bootiv. 
flirub, the lea£ coHfiderably fmaUer 
as w^ a» the fniit, wUch U mom 
pulpous and juicy, and of a deep Icar- 
let colour. 

Were tho Spamatds curieus enough"™™- 
to eukivatB the Bananas, ibey WQU14 
thrive -vreU io. Malaga. la the gar- 
den of the convent of Dominicans, 
and in the Alc afatw, are feveral [dants. 
At the former were ]»oduced lafl: fum- 
raer exceedingly fine heads of fruit, 
which were prefented me by my an- 
cient frieqd the worthy Prior, Don 
Jofeph Cornd y Sotomayor; the hotter 
and dryer the fommer, the better the 
fruit. 

The banana grows on a fteni 

twelve to twenty feet high, furrounded 

by 
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M'"°'- by foft, green, filky leaves, almoft as 
long. The fruit ripens in dnfters; 
is wholefome, but too lufdous for 
many palates. 

tiMCn. The fweet Cane is cultivated to ad- 
vantage in this province. On the ooaft 
ofVelezthereaiemillSgftiledinSpanifli 
Jngenios, which make very good fiigar, 
although they do not take any pains 
to refine it: this fugar not only fup- 
plies the kingdom of Granada, but is 
tranfported to other parts of Spain. 

CoamonCanc. Numbers of the coiUmon Cane, 
which is ftill larger and ftronger, are 
yearly ihipped ofl^ for the ufe of our 
manufactories in England : it not only 
keeps the fruit-trees and kitchen-roots 
warm and Iheltered, but is a delirable 
plant in the gardeji, for the elegance 
of 
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«f its ihape, the refreihiog verdure o f '"o' iv- 
its leaf, and the conftaat nuife of its 
waving head, fimilar to the fall of 
waters. In many farms they have 
groves of canes, called CanaveroUs, 
which, heiide the profit of their an- 
nual crops, har&>ur an infinity of 
iMrds, efpedally Zmrzaks \p\ which 
they catch with nets, and fell in the 
markets,. 

The gardens of the town are full''""'''""' 
of palm trees, which produce dates, 
though feUom to perfediion. Elcbe, "■ 

on the Coaft of Valencia, is the only 
town of Spain where they thrive. 
They there grow in fpacious groves ;™2_^J"« 
and as they rife to an aitonifliing™"'"' 
height, form a moft romantic view.

They grow , no where to 
higher perfection than in this king- 
dom. At the Capuchia convent 
there are £bme very fine ones.

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are flow growers, and attain to an ^<"' "^- 
amaang age. In the garden ofj^^'^j^p, 
the jpalace of Generalife at Granada, 
are feveral fuporb and lofty cyprefles, 
which it is well known were large 
trees in the reign of Audeli, the laft 
Mooriih king, three, hundred years 
1^; they were all Handing in 177Z, 
when I was at Granada; but one of 
them came down with its own weight 
tile following winter, dviring a florm. 
Thefe trees are to this day called Loi 
Cyprefes de Ut Reyna Sultana, from 
that princels having been faUely ac- 
cufed of committing adultery under 
them with the Abencerrage, as we 
lead in the Guerras Civiles de Gra- 
nada. A fucceffion of the white rgfes 
there mentioned are ftill to be feen 
in this garden. 

The 
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""•"'• The Efparto Ukewife deferves oaf 
tS^ rflt. notice, bring a Omib pecidiar to tlas 
country, and famotfs ih antiquity. It 
much refembles the rafh in ccdour and 
ihape, but is widely difienent from it in 
quality ; the latter is hollow <(dd biitdc^ 
and of no duration; on the ccftitnry, 
the Efparto is firm and tough, and in a 
manner everlafting. It bears a flower 
. like the roih, of a yellow colour. 
Pliny [r] obferves, that the bees made 
ufe of Efparto in their hives; and 
that the honey recrived from it i 
tafte and flavour eafy to be diiitiii' 
guilhed. 

He has celebrated the quality and 
ufe of the Efparto. In his> days it 
ferved not only for cordage, ba&ets, 
firing, and torches, but for bedding,

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fandals, and coats for the poor people: °°°' '^- 
at prefent the meaneft Spaniard has his 
mattrafs ; but luxury, which has de- 
prived the Efparto of part of its ufe, 
has introduced another which occa- 
fions a vaft confumption of it, the floors 
of every houfe in Spain being covered 
withEfpartomatting; and forthe fame 
purpofe great quantities are yearly 
Ihipped off to foreign parts ; it makes 
excellent ropes for (hips, which have the 
two ufeful properties of not linking in 
the water, or cutting againft the rocks, 
like the hempen cables. Since I left 
Malaga, I am informed of a manu- 
fadtory of Efparto, the undertaker of 
Which has invented a procefs of fpin- 
ning and working it into cloth, how 
he fucceeds time will Ihow ; I am 
apt to think from the above cited paf- 
fage of Pliny, that the ancients knew 
how to manufa<5ture and weave it, as a 
covering of Efparto, in its natural ftate, 
Vol. n.

Dtfcripiion of The Spanifti Batata is a mofl: excel- 
lent rootj and peculiar to this province. 
The fineft and largeft grow in the fields 
round Velez [s] ; in figure and colour 
they referable our parfnips, though 
confiderably larger; they are fweet 
and lufcious to the tafte» and may be 
eaten either boiled or roafted; the 
Spaniards conferve them in fugar va- 
rious ways ; it bears a flower of the 
fpeciesoftheConvolvuluSjbell-fliaped, 
green withoutandwhitewithiUj which 
produces feed : the leaves of the plant 
referable thofe of fpinage.

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■ '"■'"°'' intercouife with foreigners from all' 
parts, differ widely and are greatly 
degenerated from the ancient virtue. 
and fimplicity of their forefathers. -A 
love of dillipation, and public amuie- 
nients, univerfally reigns among them ; 
and, as their traf&c is lucrative and 
their property extenfive, each feems 
to vie mth his neighbour in fhow and , 
«xpence, and every one endeavours to 
move and maintain himfelf in afphere 
above him; the mechanic appears a 
tradefman; the fliop-keepet) a mer- 
chant; and the merchants, nobles. 
The ancient Spanifh black drefs is ex- 
changed for the tawdry laces of France, 
whofe mafquerades they awkwardly 
imitateduring the carnival; and theSe- 
guidillas and Fandangos have made way 
for the country dances of England ; but 
in the inland towns and villages we ilill

A Spaniih Ihepherd is a tnolt re-|>^^j^ 
Tpeftable figure: in the hotteft as""^ 
well as in the Goldeft feafons his dreis 
is the fame: a leather-waiftcoat, Ihort 
and laced before, upon which he 
wears a iheepVlkin with its fleece, 
whofe thicknefs equally preferves his 
kack from the cold in winter, and 
from the piercing rays of the rum- 
mer's fun. Over his knees hangs a 
flip of leather, to defend them from 
the briars; his feet are always bare, 
and Ihod with hempen fandals : the 
Montero, or Spanilh cap, is both warm 
and convenient. 



Temperate in their diet, shAt'^-^J^ 
mious, fober above all nations, fond ""^

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- . mai,aga. of tj^gjj. country, obedient and f^Uth- 
ful to their king, thefe peafants, make 
moft excellent foldiers; and, as the 
., . levies in Spain are fof three or five 
years only, each diftrwft aiiembles an- 
nually and chufes out, among its 
. young men, thofe who are unmarried, 
and can bcft be fpared : by this wife 
-method, their troops are ai^k& of 
volunteers, and the whole country a 
militia that have all feen regular fer- 
. vice. The Spanifli hufbandmen ftill 
. prefcrve the cuftom of their ■ fore- 
fathers, by travelling on, foot, not 
only from village to village, but 
over the whole peninfula of Spain. 
A piece of bread in one of their 
fwckets, and a horn-cup in the other, 
is their only provifion; they carry 
their cloaks, doubled longways, over 
their left ihoukler; and in.their right- 
hand 
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liand. bear a Posra, or ftrpng ftafF, Booitrv-. ■■ 
^vith the afliftance of which they leap 
over the rivtilets they meet with in 
their journey. As they go through 
the towns, they recruit their ftock of 
bread; they feldom chufe to lie in 
them, to avoid the expence of an 
inn;. but when night overtakes them, 
they fleep beneath a fliady tree,, 
or the flielving of a rockj covered .

In 1764, another youi^ 
man« vith a fidelity and afieflion which chzi 
fsftertzes \ht Spanish nation, followed >ny borfe 
from Seville to Lifboq, Dotwitbftaoding my ia< 
treaties, and foretelling him the Ul ufage he

Andoo 
fpy embarking fronj this prefeut journey, all

The women in the country vil-S^'SS^Sf"' 
lages and farms wear their gar-wonS 
ments long and modeft; their waifts 
fhort, like the ladies of ancient Rome, 
and without the unnatural fupport

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rtalaca^ of whalebone. Their Ipng flowing 
hair is plaited and confined behiodr 
by a golden bodkin jn the fafhion of 
the times of the emprefs Fapftinay 
as may be feen on her coins. Pub- 
lickly, and in the churches, their heads^ 
are ever covered with the veil: thii 
dilUnguiflied part of their drefs, 
which they borrowed from the 
Moors^ was, as I have already ob-* 
fervcd, worn by them of wrought 
filk ; but the Spanifh dames, lefe rich, 
for above a century were contented 
Avith yeila of woollen ; by degree 
they were fabricated of black taffaty, 
and lately have been improved- into 
the fineft cambric and tranfparent 
muflin. It is in this veil that are 
^entered all the magic and attra<5tions 
of the Spanilh beauties ; at the fame
